the malign influence of the "unlucky" 
number./ Ludicrous as it may appear 
to many persons, there art actually a 
number of "skyscrapers" in New York 
City that have no thirteenth floors. After 
one passes the twelfth floor the neJtt 
step is the fourteenth 
This very pal- 


pable subterfuge to deceive a suj>po»edly 
inexorable and malignant fate is, the 
owners of the buildings will tell you, 
not because they are themselves super- 
stitious, but because so many of their 
tenants arc. 


Fear of 13 is, beyond doubt, the tBOSt 


widely spread •superstition, its only rival 
being the Friday superstition with which 
it is closely allied. 
Thirteen acquired 


its sinister significance because, at the 
Last Supper, Christ sat with his twelve 
disciples 
The tragedies that followed 


that feast with its thirteen guests are 
supposed to have cast thtir black shad- 
ows over everything connected with the 
number 


Centuries of 
civilization have not 


served to obliterate the dread of thir- 
teen 
Innumerable attempts have been 


made to disprove the superstition, but 
they fail to coimnce 
Too often sinister 


fate appears to overtake tht scoffers 
There was the case of Matthew Arnold, 
for instance, who gave a dinner to thir- 
teen 
Fate decreed that the famous host 


himself should die within the year, so 
instead of hitting the superstition the 
blow he had aimed, his effort reacted ia 
the opposite direction.

YOUNG mother will make man 
mistakes in bringing up the firs 


baby, but overfeeding is probably he 
most frequent and serious blunder. Us>u 
ally the mother wishes her baby to gai 
in weight at the expense of everythm; 
tlse. 
She has the mistaken idea tha 


ktT baby must be fat to be healthy, an 
she takes the greatest pride in comparing 
her child with her friend's to see if h 
weighs a few pounds more. 
If h 


weighs less than her neighbor's baby 
she is in the depths of despair and wil 
proceed to overfeed until a really scri 
ous condition of the stomach may result 
When she dots thio, she not only loses 
all she might have gained, but the child's 
digestive organs, weakened by a first 
attack of indigestion, will not stand con- 
tinued indiscretions. 


It is right and very desirable for the 


baby to gain in weight, but to do this he 
must digest what is given to him. 
A 


gain of four ounces each week is far 
better than a gain of eight ounces one 
wi«k and a loss during the following 
week, or possibly no gain at all 
The 


mother should be contented with a slow 
and steady gain, and not try to have the 
baby put oa flesh at the expense of his 
jBBieral health. If the baby is fed from 
th* breast, his normal gain in weight 
will, as a rule, be greater than if he is 
bottle-fed, for be is getting tbe food 
nature intended him to have. 
Usually 


breast-fed hthiei gain from six to eight 
ovnce* weekly for the first few mdbths 
at least, after that the gain is a little 
less aad corresponds more nearly to 
that of a bottle-fed baby. A baby does 
not digest cow's milk ai easily as

the mother should begin the day at 6

age, another feeding at 1 or 2 A 
may be required 
After this age the 


rught feeding may be given at 10 P 
and then the bab>'s stomach should rest 
until 6 A M. 


Many mothers make the mistake of 


allowing the baby to ;!;ep as long as he 
likes. 
She will then feed him when he 


wakes up 
Thu is very wrong, for the 


stomach will £11 with gas and the baby 
Decome so ravenously hungry when he 
does wake for his belated meal, that he 
will take it much too rapidly, and in- 
digestion will result. 
If the baby is 


awakened exactly oa time for each meal, 
From his first day, he will very soon 
wake as regularly as if aroused by an 
alarm clock. 
After taking his food he 


will fall into a refreshing sleep again 


Another very frequent mistake is to 


allow a night feeding if the baby wakes 
up and cries. Just because a baby cries, 
mother will imagine that he is hungry-; 
mt there may be many other reasons 
or his crying. An uncomfortable posi- 
tioe, wrinkled clothing, light in the eyes, 
too warm a room, cold feet, thirst- 
any one of th:je may cause it.
